the perfidioutnerfe of the carnall heart of man!) 
who leeth not that God hath diſcouered our Hy 
pocriſies, by his Plague pet remaining in di⸗ 
uers parts of this Nealme > ſeeing that we can⸗ 
not but know that thele coales of his fierce 
weath, had not further burned, except they had 
beene kindled by sur rebellious affections, 
which are ſet on fire of hell. Foz What cis are 
the vilible Judgements of God, but reall re⸗ 
pꝛooles of our ſinues, and expꝛeſſions of his 
Wꝛathfull diſpleaſure againſt bs? wherefoze 
we map much fulpect our ſelues, that wee by 
Sodg late affliction were rather humbled, than 
truelyhumble; being as it were forced to that 
our outward humiliation, more bp a flauiſh 
feare, than by any filiall ſoꝛrow for our tranl⸗ 
greſſiongol his will, and foꝛ abule of his pati⸗ 
ences much leſſe by tone of that his mercy to⸗ 
Wards vs, in our marueilous deliuerance. 

Pet map vou not vnderſtand this fo cpoken of 
vs, as thereby to condemne all outward Humes 
liation in Feare, whenſoeuer we are vnder Gods 
hand of coꝛrection: No; for the holy Ghoſt no⸗ 
teth luch Obſtinates, who being * Strucken of 
God grieued not at all, * nor trembled at his pre- 
fence, nor ſaid in their hearts, Let vs ſerue the Lord: 
and condemneth them, as Fooliſh and ignorant of 
the wayes of the Lord, & the ludgments of their God;

Ali this while haue we ſpoken sf Plague and 
Famine, the two inſtruments of death, and ex⸗ 
ecutioners of Gods vengeance; and with that 
no other matter-of hoꝛrour and dꝛead, could be 
repꝛeſented vnto pou, But (alas the intollera⸗ 
ble burthen of our Gunes ! ) the Watchmen that 
ſtand on the higheſt tower of this kingdome, 
being aſked what they fec, Doe AIT Were, and be⸗ 
hold, a compleat, vaſt, and eminent preparation 
to warre against vs, by an Enemy, mighty in 
power, in malice implacable, in rage bent and 
incenſed to the vtter deſtruction of our nation, 
as being that which chietely maintaineth the 
Euangel call trueth, and withſtandeth his 
boundleſle and oufatiable ambition. 
This being our pꝛeſent doubtkull and dange⸗ 
rous condition. what can wee conceiue oꝛ pꝛe⸗ 
tend, that we ſbould not thinke our ſelues lpa⸗ 
ble and lubiect to this the greateſt and mot ter⸗ 
rible vengeance, enen the deuouring fword? Spal 
we now conceit that wee are become moze cons 
formable to the Commandements of God, chan 
Heretofore? Let euerp one open his epes both 
of minde and bodp, looking alwell inwaralp in⸗ 
to the clolet ot his owne heart, as out wardliy 
vpon the actions of other men, and then let him 
tell; are not men, commonlp, as ſenſually pꝛo⸗ 
phane as they haue been! their dꝛunkenneſlſe ag 
generall and loathſome, their wearing as pꝛo⸗ 
digtoug, their pꝛide as Satanicall, their hatred 
AS rankoꝛous and inueterate, and, ot all other 
reigning 
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reigning linnes, fome ag vnrepꝛooued by Pꝛea⸗ 
chers, many as onpuniched by Magiſtrates ¢ 
almoſt all as vnrepented of by tranfareffours 


themſelues: who after their afflictions are 


now growen fo obfinate , as if they had made 
their hearts as anuells, to bee moze and moze 
Hardened by the late ſtrokes of Gods vengeance, 
Wheretoze, as long as wee rebellioully oppoſe 
againſt God an army of our ſinnes, let vs expect 
hee will being vpon vs his holte of reuengetull 
enemies, as hee once Denounced againſt his peo⸗ 
ple, faping, that hee would * Hiffe for the Flic 
that is in the vttermoſt part of the riuers of Egypt, 
and for the Bee that is in the land of Aſſyria; which 
(capth hee) ſhall come with atrowes and bowes, 
that is to ſay, in huge multitudes of armed ene⸗ 
mies ſuddainely pꝛelt and prepared to execute 
Gods iudgements. 

O, but tome will lap, Are not we the pꝛolel⸗ 
fouts of Gods trueth, hauing tye light of his 
Gofpel among vs together with the holy feaics 
of his Conenant? ‘Crue, our Church of Eng- 
land, by the lingular mercie ot God in Chꝛiſt Je⸗ 
{us may truely and confidentip boat her felfe, 
in compariſon with any other, that ſbee vnder 
& mot Gracious and religious Ring, is foz 
krueth of Doctrine and puritie of worship, as 
truely Catholike and Oꝛthodox, as euer any 
Church of Chꝛiſt hath been ſince the dayes of 
the Apoſtles; inſomuch that in this our Eng⸗ 
lich and Spaniſh warre Trueth may * 
a 1 R 2 0

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to fight againſt fallehood, Innocence againſt 
Antichziſtian cruelty, and ſyncerity of woꝛ⸗ 
chipagainſt flat Adolatrp, and therekoze (fap 
pou) what can bee expected from God by vs in 
this battell, but victozy and great triumph 
Pap, deceiue not pour owne ſelues, by clarme: 
of kalte pꝛiuiledgeg, as though, foefooth , Iſracl 
(euen the peculiar and onely people of God, 
carping the ligne of his Couenant in their flech, 
acquainted with.bis Oꝛacles, and poſſeſfed ol 
the Ache and Temple of God) did not (notwith⸗ 
ſtanding) complaine, that God went not out 
with their Armies, but foꝛſooke them, fo that they 
turned their backe vpon their enemies; that * Gods 
Arke (the gloꝛy of Iſrael, and Enſigne of the 
victoꝛious God) was taken of the heathen; and 
that their whole nation was often enthꝛalled in 
manikold Captiuities in Egypt and Babylon: & 
iuſtice againſt Gods people, which God him 
felfe did auow, when he ſpake of the ford, lay⸗ 
ing, O Aſſyrian, The rod of mine anger, Iwill fend 
thee againſt an hypoeriticalf nation, to deſtroy them. 
In which pꝛoceſſe ol Gpds iudgement againſt 
his people, we are to contemplate and conüder, 
the Holineſſe, Juſtice. and Power ol dur iealous 
God, together with che abomination of our 
swe ſinnes. Soholp a God is he, that he will 
not acknowledge anp Pꝛokeſtour of his Law, 
Who is not alfo a pꝛactiſer of Pietie and Boli⸗ 
neffes fo Jud. that hee will at lengthy alllict his 
Anne childzen ſoz their wilfull trantgreſſiongs 
10. 
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to Powerktull, that hee can of beafts, elements, 
diteates, and (it thete will not ſerue of the ve⸗ 
ry heathen, and enemies of Gods Truth, and 
of their moitallp malicious twoꝛds, make rods 
to coꝛrect them. Whereunto the Prophet giueth 
his acclamation, faping , * O mighty God, thou 1 
haft ordained them (viz. the heathen) for correction. 
And how ſball not the tranſgreſſour himſelke 
appeare to bee abominable, Who pꝛophanetg 
that Religion of God with his wiched like, 
Which hee pꝛoleſſerh with. his breath; therebp 
cauling , as much as in him is, the Name and 
Truth of God, to be blacphemed among the ads 
uerlarieg thereok, as it God were a patrontzer 
and protector of wickednelle. But fay not with 
pour telues, that the light of Gods glorr ſball 
be any whit eclipled by punithing his otone peo⸗ 
ple: No, but the contrat , as the Pꝛophet

ꝛed in iudgement, and God that is holy, will bee fan- 
tified in righteouſneſſe, that 1S, in his auenging 
Juſtice.

Surely no greater danger 
can be imagined, then mans fecuritp @ neglect 
ol danger; noꝛ can there be any greater fecurity, 
then either not to be willing to know, oꝛ know⸗ 
ing, not to prepare againſt it. Muderſtand it we 
ought, becauſe when God ( faith the Pꝛophet) 
giueth his alarme to warre, and bloweth his Trumpet, 
that is.giueth vou full aſſurance ot battell, and 
you will not hearken, ſurely the {word thall come: 
And when God * ſettetch vp his Enſigne, that is. 
ſheweth manileſt euidences of the approach of 
the lwoꝛd; and men are * poſſeſſed with a ſpirit of 
flumber,and wil not ſec: Mhen they rather im Mace 
luch faite prophets, who cry Peace, peace, puta 
them; when thep make a couenant with death; ag 
it they ſbould fap, Come what come will, wee 
will ſhift foꝛ our ſelues all this ſhall be diſanulled, 
lay the Prophets; fo that indeed, each one of 
thefe men are no better then Salomons Foole, 
that would needs bee rye vpon the top of the 
malt, and therefoze is in a deſperate caſe. 

Furthermoze, what helpeth it vs to haue true 
and inkallible intelligence of a malicious t putt 
fant enemte, and pet not to pꝛouide how to 
encounter him, as well with Spirituall, ag 
Coꝛpoꝛall weapons: Our Spirituall pꝛepa⸗ 
ration is pꝛelcribed Onto vs in the Woꝛd of 
God; * SanGifica Faſt vnto mee, faith God by his 
Prophets and certainly a Sanctiſied Fak it muſt 
bee, by holp abftinence in afflicting our ſelueg, 
by holy deuotion in Pꝛayer, and warden * 

od, 
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God, by Holp Repentance, and abzenuntiation 
of our fozmer finnes, bp holy vowes and pꝛomi⸗ 
fesof amendment of life a perkoꝛmance therof, 
Foz wonderfull are the conqueſts which the 
Moꝛthies of God haue atchieued and gotten in 
their true humiliation of Abſtinence, Pꝛaper, & 
Deuotion. Moles vanquiſhed Amalek; Ring le- 
hofaphat ſheathed the ſwozd of the Amorites and 
Moabites in their owne bowels ; King Hezechias 
kruſtrated the huge hoſte of Senacherib, and tur⸗ 
ned them backe to their owne home: And our 
Gracious Soueraigne followeth the examples of 
thofe religious Kings, by his ropali command of 
a Faſt;and perfonall perkoꝛmance ok Deuotion, 
andthat (as wee pꝛap, and hope, to obtaine) 
with like gloꝛious ſucceſſe. 

Our next Spirituall pꝛeuention, to wit, 
our Repentance, is the ſubiect of moſt Ser⸗

penitents in Ilrael,“ Goe not vp againſt your ene - Peu. i 


mies to war. lelt ye dic. No maruaile then: it when 
man iu his peruerſeneſle, turneth hig 8 
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of Repentance into a libertie and licentciout 
elie of ſinning, God in hig Juſtice turne his li⸗ 
bertie of pardoning into a neceflitie of puni⸗ 
‘hing, Aboue all things therefore (Bꝛethꝛen) 
fecke after him in faith and repentance, in wees 
ping, faſting, and paying, who is our reconci⸗ 
liation with the Father Jelus Chꝛiſt our Loꝛd; 
1 fo thall the boyce of his blood, ched koz vs, crie 
71 — the vopce ok all our crying and bloody 
nnes.

Gods powerfull helpe by 
the hand of Gideon, and the people with him. 
And it is the fame Spirit of the Loꝛd that in⸗ 
kozmeth the hearts of good people in their du⸗ 
‘ties to God their King, and their Countrey; and 
inklameth the akkections of all lopall Subiects 
with a ready and cheeretul retolution, to imploy 
their bodies, ſlrength.and meanes loꝛ the pꝛeler⸗ 
Watton ot Gods Annoynted, their Gracious Soue- 
raigne,and the ſaketie of the kingdome, elpecial⸗ 
Tp ina Defentiue Marre, as this is, in which. 
Gods caule, and true Religion is aifo aflauited. 
And who is there, a ſubiect of this State, and 
member of this Church, of what degree and cal⸗ 
ling ſoeuer, that hath not his ſhare ¢ part here⸗ 


in and is not imbarked in this (hip of the care of 


the publike lalety? So that the welfare of the 
Whole is his welkare, and the ill ſpeeding of this 
beſſell. cannot but be the chip wꝛack and ruine of 
himſelte, g ot ali that are moſt deare vnto him. 
And therekoze if through our backe wardnes, 
and neglect of due preparation, toreliſt and op⸗ 
pole an inuading enemie, as well by the people 
and Souldiers, as by the Pꝛince and the Lea⸗ 
ders, wee ſhall become guilt of our owne 
ruine, and giue ene and een 
men 
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ment to the maleuolent mighty enemie, to ex⸗ 
erciſe his rage and cruelty, with vnvbounded 
and vnlimited fury, againſt all places and per⸗ 
fons that come in his way: hall wee not iuſtiy 
be taxed of failing in our duety in relpect both 
of publicke and pꝛiuate? 

Pet in the height and belt of our care, meanes 
and pꝛeparation, then doeth our hope become 
victozious, when in confidence of Gods helpe 
and protection, our Spirituall and Tempoꝛall 
forces are bnited together; but much moze tes 
lying vpon our Spirituall munition, which 
Hath an obligation of pzomife with God, then 
vpon our politique, tempoꝛall, and coꝛpoꝛall. 
Memoꝛable and admirable is the ſtoꝛp of 
Moſes, who was pꝛaping while his Captaines 
and Souldiers Were fighting with Amalek ; 
and ſoit kell out, that while Mofes held vp his 
hands in pꝛaper, Ifrael had the better, but fo 
foone as his hands kailed and fell Downe, Ama- 
lek the enemp pꝛeuailed. What elſe doeth this 
teach vs, but that wholoeuer they be that fight. 
Uictory is ablolutely in the will and power of 
God; and therefore when wee prepare fo2 bat⸗ 
tell, not to put our truſt in the arme of fleſh, but 
to put and haue our confidence oneip in our 
God, the Loꝛd of Hoſtes; and hauing, as it be⸗ 
hooueth bg. in the keare of God, made due prepa 
ration ok all good meanes, to put on out Ate 
mour, and goe tothe ſeruice with bended knees. 
und penitent heartg, rengthened Wien 
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to call by keruent Pꝛaper koꝛ His helpe and pꝛo⸗ 


tection, that couereth our heads in the day of 
battell, giueth dictozy to Kings, pꝛotecteth Big 
faithfull,and neuer faileth them that faithfully 
call vpon him in the time of necellitie? 

The pꝛophet Dauid hath ſummedvp all that 
can be ſpoken hereof, in one verle, Our helpe is pſab 126. 
in the Name of the Lord , which hath made heauen 
and earth. So then, wholocuer hall diſtruſt the 
arme of the Almightie, oꝛ doubt of the ſtrength 


ok the Loꝛd ok Bolts, hee thereby olkendeth a- 


gainſt both heauen and earth, becaule all kinde 

of creatures both in heauen and earth are the 

Ar mies and pact Souldiers of God, to fight bis 

battels , euen from the hoaſt of his Angels a⸗ 

boue, tothe flies, lice, and woꝛmes that are in⸗ 

gendꝛed in the duſt: and hee can execute his 

iudgements by what meanes ſoeuer, whether 

they be oꝛdinary oꝛ miraculoug: for hee thꝛew 

downe the walls of lericho by the blaſt of Rams * tors. 

hornes; hee gaue Victory to Iſrael, by the holding 

bp of Moſes hig hands: he dilcomfited the Holt ok Ed. 

the Madianites, at the ound ol Trumpets, and „dg. 

nopſe ol mens voyces, and cla ſhing of pitchers tos 

gether: hee infuted ſtrength into the verphaire 

ot Samſons head, when Samſon exulted, laping N 

of his flaine, * Heapes v pon heapes of a thouſand, tude, 1-: 

by the jaw- bone of an Affe. But miracles now 

are fo vnbeleeuers. 

In the laſt place thercfoze, let vs examine the 

moꝛe oꝛdinarp — of God, which may 

beget 
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beget conlidenee in all extremities of Warfare, 
What can man keare, being in reconciliation 
and confederacy with God, when our enemies 
are made the enemies ol God? Js it the policy 
of their Counſells But hee conkoundeth the 
countell of Achitophel. Js it that enemies com: 
bine together in the name of an holy league? 
But when they lap. a Confederacy, God maketh 
them like a wheele turned with the ſpirit ol gid⸗ 
dineſſe. Js it the courage of their hearts? But 
he poſſeſſeth the enemies hearts with feare, and 
maͤketh the hearts of * Canaanites to melt. Is it 
their ſtrength oꝛ hugenes of ſtature! But were 
they the childꝛen of Anakims and Gyants, and 
wee but as Graſhoppers in compariſon of them; 
pet Feare them not (ſaith God) Iwill goe before. 
you, Js it the multitude ol their hoaſts? But 
it is the gloꝛy of God to ouerthꝛow manp *thou- 
fands pp 8 few hundreds. Js it their iopnt 
and vnited koꝛces? But hee * ſetteth the E- 


gyptians againſt the Egyptians. Is it their im 


poztunitie, not to bee ſatiſſied till they fight? 
But either Hee Will dzaw * Senachenb backe 
from warring againſt Iſrael, bp a rumour of 
warres begun in the bo wels of his owne king⸗ 
dome, oꝛ elle, if thep will needes battell, hee 
will hale them on thereunto to their owne de- 
ſtruction. Is it becauſe no man can tell, when 
there ſhall come deliuerance 2 But hee can doe 
this to dur aſtonichment, before wee canthinke 
on it. When God turned the Captiuitie of Sion, 
Wee 
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wee were like vnto them that dreamed, faith: Iſraei 
as not perl waded it was fo, no not when they 


law it. Againe, what greater matter ot conſi⸗ 


dence can wee haue then our kozmer experience 
of Gods pꝛolmdence; Dauids remembꝛance of 
his deliuerance from the Lyon and the Beare 
did animate him in the encountering with that 
huge Goliah. And is there any Nation at this 
dap vnder heauen that hath greater experience 
of Geds manifold deltuerances, then this our 
kingdome, elpecially from the fiery Powder-p/os, 
and from the Dau Inuaſion by water? in reĩpect 
wherot we might here take vpa long ancwera⸗ 
ble to that ot Deborah of the riner Kithon ; fo we, 
* The maine Ocean ſwept them away, the ancient and 
maine Ocean. To conclude, doe we cleaue fa to 
God? then their armes cannot touch bs * It is 
he that maketh Warre to ceaſe, knappeth the Speare 
aſunder, and burneth the Chariot with fire. 202 
can out enemies auopd the [word, when it ſbal⸗ 
bee inkozced vpon them, for then a8 faith the 
Pꝛophet, who can ſap to the woꝛd of the Loꝛd, 
Put vp thy felfe into thy ſcabbard, feſt ana bee ftill? 
Atis anfwered, * How can it be-quiet, ſecing the 
Lord hath given it a charge againſt lan. 
Finalip (Deare Bꝛethꝛen) bee pou exhoꝛted a- 
gane and againe, to ferious and ſpeebprepen⸗ 
kance, the onelp meanes wherebp the wiath 
euen ofthe omnipotent God is made impotent:
